Harold G. Mauzy , a nativ e of 
Rushv ille, and ex tensiv ely re­ 
lated in this city and county , 
dropped dead Saturday noon as 
he left an elev ator on the tenth 
floor of the Gary , Ind., State 
Bank 
building, 
according 
to 
word receiv ed in this city . 
Mr. Mauzy was the son of Mrs. 
Christina Mauzy of Indianapolis 
and Wesley J . Mauzy , who was 
killed in a runaway accident at 
the corner of Fifth and Morgan 
streets, this city , on Memorial 
Day , 18 90. 
His 
maternal 
grandparents 
were the late 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
George Guffin of near New Sa­ 
lem. During his college day s, 
Mr. Mauzy spent his summers 
at their home. Besides his wid­ 
ow and mother, Mr. Mauzy is 
also surv iv ed by three aunts, 
Mrs. St. Clair Parry of Indian­ 
apolis, Mrs. Sarah JVI. Mowers of 
Stewartsv ille, N. J ., and Mrs 
Frances Pay ne of this city , and 
an uncle, Charles A. Mauzy of 
this city . Funeral serv ices and 
burial will take place in Gary , 
his home, Tuesday afternoon at 
two o’clock, and sev eral local 
relativ es will attend. 
The prominence of the former 
Rushv ille citizen in Gary may 
be learned from the following 
account of his sudden death in 
the Gary Post-Tribune: 
Apparently seized by a sudden 
heart attack as he left an elev a­ 
tor on the 10th floor of the Gary 
State bank building, Harold G. 
Mauzy , pioneer Gary realtor and 
insurance 
ex pert, 
clubman, 
churchman and leader in civ ic 
mov ements, dropped dead short­ 
ly before noon today . Mr. Mauzy 
was 42 y ears old. Within 10 m in­ 
utes of the time he was stricken 
he was planning details of a 
hunting trip which he intended 
to make with a group of per­ 
sonal friends. 
In his own offices on the 5 th 
floor of the bank building, Mr. 
Mauzy had failed to complain of 
not feeling well but shortly be­ 
fore he left the suite to enter the 
elev ator he had, howev er, step 
ped into a priv ate office and had 
opened a window, making some 
casual remark that the offices 
were warm. 
None of his own office asso­ 
ciates with the firm of Guffin 
and Mauzy could remember any 
untoward 
circumstance 
con­ 
nected with Mr. Mauzy ’s depart­ 
ure as he left to ride to the 10th 
floor. The opinion was hazardec 
that he either felt ill and was 
going to consult a phy sician in 
the building or that he left hi~ 
own offices for a business con 
ference. 
No v erification could be found 
for the later surmise, howev er 
as his partners and associates 
were unaware of any deals Mr 
Mauzy may hav e had pending 
today to call him to other parts 
of the building. 
Some difficulty was found in 
making immediate identification 
as Dr. E. D. Skeen, the phy sician 
who was called immediately , was

war veterans'and their depen- 
dints, the supplies that are pur- 
chased by the Red Cross, etc.

ABTER ELEVEN YEARS OF PEACE. 


Armistice Day is, quite properly, a day of 


memories. 
It 'draws our minds back 11 years, 


and makes far-distant events come to life again 
for us. This is perfectly natural and perfectly 


• right. 


Y«t it might be a good; thing if, in these 


Armistice Day reveries of ours, we could devote 
a little bit of time to looking ahead as well as to 
looking back. 


The men who were 'killed in the World War 


—the men to whom the first armistice Day was 
a requiem and not a release—have a stake in 
this day that calls for something more than a 
tribute to their heroism. 
It is not enough to 


hang fresh wreaths on their graves. 


During the war, as you may recall, we had a - 


variety of slogans, by which we nerved ourselves 
for the struggle. 
One of ftiem said this was 


"a war to end war." . 


Now it has become the custom, in the last 


few years, to sneer at that slogan. In wartime 
it was a very real thing. Men lived by it, and 
died toy it, sustained by the magnificent hope 
that it conjured up. It blazed across the sky like 
a vision. It made it seem an easy thing to die. 
It was a group of words that took the American 
people into the war and took them in with high 
hearts. But of late we laughed at it. Mention 
"the war to end war" nowadays and you will 
simply draw a laugh. 


Yet the old slogan isn't entirely dead. It 


could still have all of its magic power. We 
the people of America — could revive it. 


Armistice Day might not be a bad time to 


think about it. 


Things have been happening in the last few 


months; things that can be made to rank with 
the tremendously important events of all history 
There has been the Kellogg peace treaty. There 
has been the exchange of viewpoints between Mr 
Hoover and Mr. MacDonald. There has been the 
call1 to a new five-power naval disarmamen 
conference. 


These things, to 'be sure, may turn out to be 


nothing better than gestures. It is up to us — 
to us, more than to any people on earth. 


If we don't care particularly about them, you 


may depend upon it that Jbhey will become ges- 
tures and nothing more. But if we insist — if 
we vow that these things shall become great, im 
movable bulwarks, to hold war back from a world 
that has found out how frightful war really is— 
then, in the fullness of time, they will become 
just that. 


And, when and if they do, bur wartime 


slogan will be justified. 


Would there be a better way of keeping 


faith with the men from whom the war took 
life? Those men, remember, died believing that 
slogan. 
We can'make it come true for them if 


we try hard enough. Isn't it worth tackling? 
Could we observe Armistice Day"~in any more 
fitting manner than by dedicating ourselves to 
that task? 


The one at fault always hangs 


out longest in a quarrel.
